1 . IN EFFORT TO PROBE GOP NEGOTIATING POSITION FOR FLEXIBILITY 
ACTING CHIEF ECON/COMM SECTION JULY 10 MET WITH JULIO VEGA, 
COUNSELOR, PERUVIAN EMBASSY, WASHINGTON, AND MEMBERS OF GOP CIV AIR 
NEGOTIATING TEAM. VEGA HAS REMAINED IN LIMA FOLLOWING JUNE 28- 
JULY 6 NEGOTIATING SESSION TO TAKE PART IN FOREIGN MINISTRY 
ASSESSMENT OF NEGOTIATING PROGRESS. 

2. ACCORDING TO VEGA HE HAS INFORMED HIS FOREIGN MINISTRY 
SUPERIORS THAT ONE CAUSE OF LACK OF SUBSTANTIAL PROGRESS IN NEGO- 
TIATIONS HAS BEEN LEGALISTIC POSITION ESPOUSED BY TRANSPORT 
MINISTRY LAWYER LEON DE VIVERO. VEGA CLAIMED THAT LEON DE VIVERO 
AS WELL AS AEROPERU OFFICIALS BURNEO AND CORBETTO ARE DISPLAYING 
SAME PROTECTIONIST ATTITUDES WHICH CHARACTERIZED THEIR PARTICIPA- 
TION IN 1975 NEGOTIATION. WHILE VEGA DID NOT HOLD OUT ANY HOPE 
THAT THESE MEMBERS OF PERUVIAN DELEGATION COULD BE REPLACED, HE 
SAID THAT FOREIGN MINISTRY WOULD ATTEMPT TO DRAFT LANGUAGE FOR 
A CIV AIR AGREEMENT THAT WOULD MOVE NEGOTIATIONS FORWARD FROM 
CURRENT STALLED STATUS. 
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3. VEGA STATED THAT IN HIS VIEW, DESPITE APPARENT GULF SEPARAT- 
ING U.S. AND PERUVIAN POSITIONS, PROBLEM WAS MORE ONE OF FORM 
THAN OF SUBSTANCE. IF LANGUAGE COULD BE WORKED OUT THAT OVER- 
COMES THE APPEARANCE OF GOVERNMENTS BEING SUBORDINATE TO AIRLINES 
IN QUESTIONS OF SCHEDULING AND FREQUENCIES, GOP WOULD PROBABLY 
MOVE CLOSER TO U.S. PROPOSALS. VEGA, HOWEVER, ADMITTED THAT IMPASSE 
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IS DUE AS MUCH TO AEROPERU'S PERCEPTION OF ITSELF AS LAMB 
NEXT TO BRANIFF S WOLF AS TO OOP'S LEGALISTIC INTERPRETATION OF 
1946 AGREEMENT AND 1966 AGREEMENTS. IN THIS REGARD VEGA CLAIMED 

HE HAD TRIED UNSUCCESSFULLY TO CONVINCE AEROPERU OFFICIALS THAT 
BRANIFF HAS NO INTENTION OF RUNNING AEROPERU OUT OF BUSINESS. 
MOREOVER, VEGA STATED, HE HAD TRIED TO CONVINCE GOP NEGOTIATORS 
THAT USG POLICY HAD BEEN FORMED INDEPENDENT OF BRANIFF POLICY 
AND THAT ALTHOUGH BRANIFF SUPPORTS THE US POSITION IN THIS 
NEGOTIATION IT HAD VERY LITTLE INPUT INTO THE US POLICY 
FORMULATION. 

4. AMBASSADOR HAS ASKED FOR APPOINTMENTS WITH THE 
FOREIGN MINISTER, AIR MINISTER AND TRANSPORT-COMMUNICA- 
TIONS MINISTER IN ORDER TO PURSUE THESE QUESTIONS. THE 
DEPARTMENT FOR ITS PART MAY WISH TO KEEP IN CONTACT WITH 
VEGA AFTER HIS RETURN TO WASHINGTON. HE SEEMS TO HAVE 
TAKEN AN ACTIVE AND CONSTRUCTIVE INTEREST IN THE 
PROBLEM, ALTHOUGH WE THINK HE TENDS TO UNDERESTIMATE 
THE STRENGTH OF PROTECTIONIST SENTIMENT IN THE GOP.
